A large number of work-men barri- 


caded themselves in the Balakhan hos- 
pital. The soldiers began the attack 
•with rifle fire and then stormed the 
hospital and completed their work 
with the bayonet. 


The deplorable condition of affairs 


'in Baku is shown by a telegram from 
the governor, who has -sent an urgent 
dispatch saying that his troops arc sur- 
roimdecled by Tartars and will inevi- 
tably be overwhelmed unless immedi- 
ately relieved. 


Revolt Laid to Turkey. 


The authorities of the Caucasus 


would seem to have been taken com- 
pletely by surprise by the magnitude 
o( the Tartar rising. There is not the 
least doubt that it had long been plan- 
ned and carefully organized and is 
connected with, the separatist, move- 
ment.

powers last spring.

HERE THIS FALL. 


LARGE, MODERN STRUCTURE 


Will Have Eleven Engine Stalls, Ma- 


chine Shop, Office and 


Store Room. 


Before, cold weather this fall the 


present partially wrecked and dilapi- 
dated little roundhouse of the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad 
company here will be replaced by a 
new and modem structure witn eiev- 
en engine -stalls, a goodly sized and 
well-equipped machine shop, a sta- 
tionary boiler and engine room, a line- 
lv furnished ogee and a store room, 
larsje enough for the entire stock oi 
supplies.' A now house has been want- 
ed for years but for various reasons 
the erection has been delayed. 
1 he 


wreck 'of some weeks ago made it 
necessarv to either build or expend 
a considerable sum in repairs, and 
rumors and conjecture on what course 
the road would pursue have 
since 


been rife. 
During the last week rt 


has been reported 
that 
representa- 


tives-of'the company had attempted 
to buy laud to the southeast of the 
])resciit roundhouse, that is between 
the Davis Junction branch of the St. 
Paul line and the Afton branch ot tne 
North-Western, but no foundation to 
these can be discovered. 


Located to the West 


It is now known the company has 


decided 'to,' build 'to the west of the 
present structure. 
The new house 


will be-modern .and better fitted to 
the amount ,o1 work done here. If a 
more satisfactory site could have been 
secured a larger building containing 
fifteen or twenty instead 
of 
eleven 


.stalls would have been erected. 
At 


present 
twenty-eight 
engines 
are 


handled, here every day, seven 
of 


these being at the roundhouse contin- 
uously, while' between- fifteen and six- 
teen lay over every Sunday. But five 
can be accommodated in the house 
now and the'remaining number must 
be left on sidetracks'. With the new 
house the week-day work 
could 
be 


well taken care of, but several loco- 
motives will necessarily be left out- 
side each Sunday. It is possible that 
the road would arrange to 
handle 


thirty locomotives, each day when the 
new house is'up'anftthis would neces- 
sitate an increase in the • force • of 
workmen.

The plans, for the. new house are 


now being drawn -in Milwaukee and 
it is believed that many excellent fea- 
tures and an almoslt entirely new 
equipment are called for. 
The ma- 


chine shop will be large and the lat- 
est and most modern machinery will 
be installed. • The boiler and station- 
ary engine 'room will greatly .exceed 
in'size th,e; present ^-rpom and an en- 
gme^of"-greater' Iwrse-pcfwer-will bo 
used.

HOW TUNNEL WAS COOLED 


Intense Heat of Idaho Bore Mod- 


erated by Hydraulic Spray- 


ing of Walls. 


The boring of the Ox Bow tunnel in 


! Idaho is one of the great engineerlcg 
' feats of the age. The Payette river at 


I this point makes a loop, and by putting 


i a tunnel through -1,200 feet, the river 
1 bed is left dry for two" and a quarter 


; miles. It is the intention.to mine the 
river bed for gold, reports the Scientific 
American. 
| 


Ordinarily the putting through of this | 


tunnel would be a simple matter, but 
at liOO feet from the upper end and 250 
feet from ,the lower hot water was 
struck. The heat at first was from 95 
to 105 degrees, increasing as the work1 


progressed to 132 degrees at the hottest 
point. Different fans and blowers were 
experimented with -to Cool the air in 
the tunnel, but without success until 
the superintendent of the work thought 
of spraying the walls of the.tunnel with 
water pumped from the river. 


Very simple pumping apparatus and 


common garden sprays were used wita 
complete success. The tunnel is 28 feet 
wide and nine feet high, and the How 
of hot water amounted to 75 miner's 
inches. The cold water cooled the hot 
•water, and it was pumped out with 
common pumps.
